Our eonstitution, which was intended to be a bulwark to 
protect the rights of the people, has become u mockery. 


T he eleventh article of the bill of rights, says— 
“ Every subject of the commonwealth oiigüt to find a 
eerfain remedy, by having recourse to th« laws, for all in­ 
juries or wrongs which he may receive in his person, ptoj)- 
erty, or character. 
He ought to obtain justice f r e e l y and 
without being obliged to p w ' c h a t e it; c o m p l e t e l y n m l

How little are th tte constitutional 
requirements re ­ 


garded! 
There are cases now bung up before the «ourle of more 


than ten years standing. 
There is one ease where a per­ 


son has been held to answer for the crim e of exercising his 
clearly secured constitutional liberty of tho press, who is 


now in durreise, and has been for four years; and this is 
the way the bench regard the constitutional rights of tl e 


citizens. 
It is what they term by a “ fiction of the law ,” 
obtaining justice “ p rom /j//y and i/JÍíAo«/ d e l a y . * * 
'I’he 


real truth of the case is, that if ontt transaction in ten 
thousand of society, were to come bcfoe tiie eo u ru for ad­ 


judication, the grievance of the present piactice would be 


intolerable, and the people would anaihiUtc the whole in­ 
famous system in a moment. 
It may be asked, what remedy shall wo adopt? 
W o 


answer, restrain the power of the courts; repeal many of 


the laws giving them discretioeary pow er; let the legi.^la- 
ture resume the authority to make law, it has delegated to 


the bench. 
Among tho first of these should be a repeal of 
the laws giving equity powers lo the courts. 
I'h e Supreme Court, by the 8th section of the 81st сЬ.!!!. 
ter of the revised statutes, has equity powers in ail cases 
coming under the following he^ds;—

cial shall n e v e r exf*rcÌ40 the legislativo and e x e c u tiv e 


powers or either of them ” 
Let the representatives im ­ 
peach, and the Senate bie.ik these Judgea for these illegal 
arts; and it will l>e worth millions aj>ent on coddication. 
The impeachment of Judgn Chase, of the Supreme Court 


of the United Siatee, bad a salutary infl lence upon that 
court, and curbed its propensity to a licentioui encroach- 


tuenl upon the rights of the people, and the co-ordinate 


branches of the government. 
T he more receut impeachment of Judge Peck, for arbi* 
Itarily impris >ning a citizen, (w hich, by the way, was no 
worse than the imprisonment of Mr Cheever by (.'hivif Jus 
lice Shaw ,) did more to curb the arrogance and insolence 


of ill* bench, on the doctrine of contempts, than a whole 
volume of law wouhl liave done. 
Its salutary influence 
has been felt by tlie public, upon the whole Judiciary o f 
the country, from the Supreme Court at W asliinglon, 


down to the smallest of your .State Judiciuriea. 
These measures uould produce partial and temporary 
relief, while codification would do neither; on the contra 
ry, iffollowe l on the plan prepose 1 by the Comiaissiouers, 


it would greatly augment exiiliog evils. 
I», howevrr, «le pe.*ple wish to reinitate the princip'ss 
of the coimtitution ; if they intend lo regain ihuir ri^iits, 


they must abolish the preseul judicial system. 
It is the whited sepulchte filled with roitennsis and 
dea 1 men’s bones. It cannot be cleansed— it is beyond iHiing 
purified— it m att be annihilated, aad a new oue subeti- 


tuted. 
T he Judgei ihould be eleeted for limited and short 


terms. 
It the constitution were so amended that the Judgei 
ahould hold their offices for four or five years, lie elected 


by thu legislature, and !>• removable by the Uoferiiov on
